HOT HOURS OF A SHORT CAMPAIGN

Leaders on Both  Sides Necoming
Ansious and Patting In Thelr
Nest Licks with Roorbnoks
nnd Other Things,

Rivals in the politieal arena have got to
the point of accusing each other of corrupt
practices In the preparation for the battle
of ballots that will be waged on Monday.
The democrats came out with the charge
that the enemy was reising a corruption fund
atmong the ofMce helders and profiters from
patronage, and the republicans reply to the
charge with the statement that the demo-
oruts have already ralsed a boodle fund and
that the use of It must be offset by some
means,

The fight Is getting decldedly warm. A

very thorough canvass of the town has been
made and absentees are In blg demand,
Every resident voter who Is abseat from the
olty hae been ordered home, and noses are
being counted with a carefulness that s
guaranty suficient that both sidea realize
that the contest Is to be a close one, The
streets were throtged yesterday by workers
from both political camps and Intense activ-
ity hag prevalled for several days, The can-
didates for botn parties are working pretty
wzll together, but it i= getting so close that
there are indieations that each man will
make a hustle on his own account during
the few hturs that intervene between this
and the opening of the polls.
There has bten a good deal of talk about
the uge of money in buying the flonting
vote on Monday, but the ehances are that
there will be less effort In this line than
has been expecied. In the nrst place money
Is starce, and in the second place thers will
be some hesltancy about using any such fund
when the facts of a certuin meeting that was
beld yesterday become known, A pumber
of prominent citizens who bhave not heen
In the habit of taking very active part in
the local political fghts held a4 mesting and
decided to adopt methods that will make
the use of boedle unprofitable at the polls.
While facts of the meeting are rather mea-
ger, It I8 known that men were delegated
to wateh the proceedings In every voting
precinet In the ecity, and any attempt to in-
fluence voters by money will lead to arrests
and vigorous prosecutions. The movers in
this plan elaim to have information which
warrants them in taking radical steps in
the matter, and they promise that there
will be no favoritism shown In case of a
violation of the law.
